The examiner agrees with applicants that claims 22 and 23 are not the same as 
claims 4 and 14 of the same application. Accordingly, claims 22 and 23 are no longer 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claims 4 and 14, 
respectively.

Regarding claims 18-19, applicants argue that Mruz fails to disclose at least 
determining a reference impedance and adaptively adjusting the impedance toward the 
reference impedance as recited in claim 18. The examiner, however, disagrees.
